Franklin D. Roosevelt’s Madison Square 
Garden speech will come back to aunt him 
today. 

Three thousand representatives of the 
Workers Alliance of America appear this 
morning at the White House, to present their 
demands for adequate work relief. 

There is no equivocation in what they 
want: $1,250,000,000 for the WPA until 
July 1 of this year; a 20 per cent increase 
in WPA wages, with a minimum of $40 a 
month for those earning less than that 
meager amount, 

There IS equivocation in the presentation 
of the Roosevelt relief proposals to the 75th 
Congress. Item by item, Roosevelt is mur- 
dering the pledges of his Madison Square 
Garden speech. Nowhere has he done this 
more definitely than in his cheap hide-and- 
seek game on relief. | 

But one thing stands out clearly: THAT 
THE ROOSEVELTIAN PROPOSAL, FI- 
NALLY MADE, FOR $650,000,000 FOR 
WPA, CONSTITUTES A CUT IN THE RE- 
LIEF APPROPRIATION. They provide for 
widespread slashing of the work relief rolls 
during the comings months. They constitute 
a double-cross of the WPA workers and of 
the unemployed as a whole. 

In such a set-up, the Workers Alliance 
deserves the full support of the labor move- 
ment. Many progressive unions have joined 
in endorsing its demands, and in giving it 
full cooperation. 

The demonstration at Washington to- 
day should be backed by resolutions, let- 
ters and wires to the White House and to 
members of the Congress — emphasizing 
that the Madison Square Garden pledges 
must be carried out, particularly in regard 
to those who are out of work through no 
fault of their own.
